A NORTHAMPTON construc¬ 
tion firm has managed to al¬ 
most double its profits and 
re-employ redundant staff 
since it was hit by the peak of 
the economic recession three 
years ago. 

Aluminium tower manufacturer 
Euro Towers Ltd, based in Round 
Spinney, received help from UK 
Trade and Investment (UKTI) and 
the Manufacturing Advisory Serv¬ 
ice (MAS) to increase its turnover, 
which dropped by 70 per cent dur¬ 
ing the recession but now stands at 
more than £5 million. 

In addition the number of staff 
employed at the family-run firm has 
risen from 36 to 50. 

Exports, which used to make up 
one third of the firm’s orders, now 
count for 50 per cent of the annual 
turnover and the company has just 
secured more than £1 million in or¬ 
ders from France and Singapore for 
its aluminium towers and access 
products. 

Sue Verallo, joint owner with hus¬ 
band Roger, said: “With UKTI sup¬ 
port we were able to translate our 
websites and brochures into several 
languages, which helped the compa¬ 
ny when exhibiting overseas. 

“Support was also available to 
help with overseas exhibitions, and 
the great thing was it was all free. In 
the worst part of the recession UK- 
TI’s support was invaluable.” 

Sharon McCarthy, international 
trade advisor for UKTI, said: “You 
could see the genuine heartache 
caused when they had to start letting 
people go. Being able to help them in¬ 
crease their exports has been great. 
It’s fantastic news that they are now 


securing large orders overseas.”

so I’m delighted with the result of 


this and pleased to see the company 
are now firmly back in control and 
where they belong.”

Bungled raid 
ends in prison 


THREE masked men who 
took part in a bungled at¬ 
tempt to rob from the safe 
of a Northampton pub 
have been jailed for three 
years each. 

Paul Johansson, aged 43, his 
son Steven Warren, aged 25, and 
Sam Scullion, aged 21, tried to 
force a member of staff at The 
Britannia in Bedford Road, to 
open the safe while the pub was 
closing on Sunday, May 22. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard the member of staff was 
closing up when he spotted four 
masked men approach the pub 
and told him to lead them to the 
safe which held the takings, tell¬ 
ing him he would be unharmed if 


he did as told. 

When they were about to bind 
his hands with cable ties, he told 
them he did not have access to the 
safe and ran back into the pub to 
raise the alarm. 

As the would-be raiders then 
fled from the scene, three defend¬ 
ants were spotted by a police of¬ 
ficer who was sitting in his car 
nearby due to having a flat tyre. 

He alerted colleagues, who 
traced the defendants and arrest¬ 
ed with the help of a police dog. 

Johansson, of no fixed address, 
Warren, of Wade Meadow Court, 
Lings, Northampton, and Scul¬ 
lion, of Regent Street, Semilong, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty 
yesterday to attempted robbery 
and were each sentenced to three 


years’ imprisonment. 

Sentencing, Judge Charles 
Wide QC said the trio were guilty 
of “a serious criminal enterprise” 
which had lacked “sophistica¬ 
tion” but was intent on threaten¬ 
ing a member of the pub’s staff to 
give them access to the safe. 

Addressing Scullion, who ac¬ 
cepted he had been part of an 
“inept” operation and presented 
the court with a letter of apology, 
the judge said he already had a 
“very bad” criminal record, hav¬ 
ing been last sentenced for as¬ 
sault in 2008. 

Johansson, a self-employed car¬ 
penter who the court heard was 
having money troubles, needed 
extra money after hearing his 
partner had fallen pregnant.

£150,000 for club 


CRICKET bosses are

He added: “The match was a 
big success for us, it was nice 
to see so many people in the 
ground. A lot of those people 
were supporting India and 
maybe wouldn’t have been 
before so hopefully they may 
come back.”

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Oldest resident in the 
county dies aged 108 


THE oldest resident of North¬ 
amptonshire has died in a 
care home in Northampton 
at the age of 108. 

Alice Simmons, who was just 
three years younger than Britain’s 
oldest person Violet Wood, received 
nine cards from the Queen during 
her time at Burlington Court Care 
Home in Roseholme Road, Abing- 
ton, Northampton. 

She died at the care home on 
July 28 and manager Adam Tur- 
vey said Mrs Simmons would be 
greatly missed by all the staff and 
residents. 


He said: “She was amazing for 
her age and had only recently be¬ 
come bed-bound. Up until she was 
107 she was very mobile and used to 
love spending time in the garden. 

“She was a very independent 
lady and very active. She loved 
watching tennis and knitting. She 
used to swear by eating an orange 
every day 

“We were all very close to her 
and she was well loved by every¬ 
body. She was part of the furniture 
here.” 

On her 105th birthday in Novem¬ 
ber 2007 Mrs Simmons, who lived 
almost all her life in Northampton 


and worked as a ledger clerk, said 
she thought she had lived so long 
because she had “always been con¬ 
tented and looked after herself.”

“It’s remarkable that people 
still want to celebrate 250 years 
on. Radio 4 will spread the anni¬ 
versary to a wider audience and I 
think people from other countries 
will listen to it online.”

Four jailed over death 
of teen outside school 


GOLF club killer Adam Moore 
is starting a life sentence for 
the murder of tragic teenager 
Adil Basharat. 

Moore, aged 20, of Cosgrove, was 
one of four men who attacked Adil 
close to Kingsbrook School in Dean- 
shanger in November. 

But the 16-year-old schoolboy was 
attacked in error, having been mis¬ 
taken as one of two men who alleg¬ 
edly robbed Billy Billingham of co¬ 
caine. 

At Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday, Moore was unanimously 
convicted of murder and violent dis¬ 
order and jailed for life with a mini¬ 
mum of 16 years. 

Freddy Wilson, aged 20, of Glebe 
Road, Deanshanger, Daniel Ander¬ 
son, also 20, of Horsefair Green, 
Stony Stratford, and 22-year-old Jake 
Batten, of Maltings Row, Deanshang¬ 
er were acquitted of the murder and 
manslaughter, but found guilty of 
violent disorder. 

They were each jailed for three 
years by Judge Charles Wide QC. 

Moore and Billingham, aged 19, 
were cleared of conspiracy to cause 


grievous bodily harm as the jury did 
not believe there was a prior plan to 
attack Adil. 

Moore, of Bridge Road, Cosgrove, 
who destroyed clothing and evidence 
in the hour before his arrest, showed 
no emotion as he was jailed for life. 
To a packed courtroom as members 
of Adil’s family sobbed, Judge Wide 
told Moore: “You took a golf club, 
that’s bad enough as a weapon. 

“You broke it hitting or hitting at 
Adil Basharat. It was then a lethal 
weapon and you used it to stab and, 
as the jury found, you deliberately 
stabbed Adil Basharat with that 
weapon, penetrating his body and 
then you pulled it out. 

“You must have known perfectly 
well what you had done. It was a de¬ 
liberate act to cause really serious 
harm. 

“There are a number of seriously 
aggravating factors. This was a group 
attack; it was near a school; the victim 
was only 16; it was in the presence of 
other 16-year-olds and the violence 
was planned. It should be clearly un¬ 
derstood what the 16-year minimum 
term exactly is. It is the minimum 
number

ers go way past it.” 

The judge said Adil was “entirely 
unconnected” with any dispute the 
gang had with another person. 

“It was unexpected and unforeseen 
but such things do happen when vio¬ 
lent events like these erupt and it’s a 
melancholy fact that the court has to 
deal time after time with unforeseen, 
fatal injuries caused in the course of 
general violence.” 

As Adil’s sister Sobia said after 
the hearing: “Adil was not in the 
wrong place at the wrong time. He 
was at school. He was on a break and 
was with his friends just outside of 
his school when he was attacked in 
broad daylight.” 

The popular teenager from Milton 
Keynes was set upon on November 
19 by the gang of strangers, armed 
with weapons including a golf club 
and Anderson’s crutches. However, 
the golf club broke and the shaft 
was thrust into his pelvis, severing a 
main vein. He died at Milton Keynes 
General two days later. 

Benjamin Aina QC, prosecuting, 
said the attack happened after drugs 
were allegedly stolen from Billing¬ 
ham when he had reportedly gone 
to Wolverton to sell cocaine a few 
weeks before, but they attacked the 
wrong victim. 

Christopher Donnellan QC, de¬ 
fending Moore, had argued he could 
not be guilty of murder as he had not 
intended to harm or kill Adil, only 
to confront him. When the violence 
erupted, which lasted for just 90 
seconds, and the golf club broke, it 
was only then did it became a lethal 
weapon. 


Giving evidence, Moore claimed 
the stabbing of Adil was an accident 
when he was pushed from behind 
during the fighting, which broke out 
during the 11am break in lessons. 
Mr Donnellan, mitigating, said: “No¬ 
body anticipated such dreadful con¬ 
sequences, the most dreadful conse¬ 
quences for Adil. Your honour knows 
of his reaction after the incident, as 
something of the enormity of what 
happened was dawning on him. 

“His sorrow is genuine. He would 
not want anyone, particularly some¬ 
one as close to his age as him, to lose 
their life as Adil did in these circum¬ 
stances.” 

Speaking after the sentencing 
hearing, Sobia Basharat, 19, older 
sister of Adil, read out a statement 
on behalf of the family. 

She said: “It has been the hardest 
thing in the world coming to terms 
with the tragic fact that I will never 
see my brother grow into a man, I 
will never see him go to university, 
become the accountant he wanted 
to, get married, have children of his 
own and will never see him grow old. 
Adil’s funeral took place the day we 
should have celebrated his life, on 
his seventeenth birthday He had so 
much to live for and loved his life. 

“These men that attacked Adil, 
they still have their lives. They will 
live. Their families still can see them 
and they can still have a future. They 
will have the opportunity to get mar¬ 
ried, have their own families and live 
their lives. For me and my family we 
have been passed a sentence which is 
for life - a sentence that we will have 
to live every day of our lives.”

As Moore, Ander¬ 
son and Wilson were 
driving through 
Deanshanger on 
November 19, An¬ 
derson pointed out 
Adil Basharat, be¬ 
lieving he was one 
of the robbers. 

Batten was sum¬ 
moned from his 
home as back-up 
while Moore called 
Billingham to ob¬ 
tain a description 
of the man who had 
attacked him. 

But in a tragic 
case of mistak¬ 
en identity, Adil 
Basharat was at¬ 
tacked in error. 

Billingham, of 
Kingsfold, Brad- 
ville, Milton Key¬ 
nes, who was not 
present during the 
attack, was unani¬ 
mously acquitted 
of conspiracy to in¬ 
flict grievous bodily 
harm with intent to 
cause serious in¬ 
jury.

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Laura’s family to join fight 
on cuts to coroner service 


THE family of a 21-year-old 
who died from a rare, un¬ 
diagnosed heart condition 
has joined with a leading 
charity in a national cam¬ 
paign to fight Government 
cuts which, they say, will 
lead more families to suf¬ 
fer unnecessarily. 

Student Laura Hillier collapsed 
suddenly at her father’s doctors’ 
surgery in Blisworth on June 
20, 2003. A post-mortem found 
she had died from a rare, undi¬ 
agnosed, hereditary heart con¬ 
dition that can kill without any 


warning, and without displaying 
symptoms. 

Earlier this year Laura’s fam¬ 
ily joined forces with charity 
Cardiac Risk in the Young (CRY) 
to fight Government proposals 
to cut parts of the Coroner’s 
and Justice Act 2009, includ¬ 
ing plans to appoint a chief 
coroner to standardise the 
quality of services across 
the country and allow fami¬ 
lies the chance to appeal 
decisions. 

Laura’s father Tony 
Hillier said: “No one can 
understand the pain and 
total devastation of losing 


a child or partner at a young age 
suddenly and without warning. 
Although the days and months 
that follow are often a blur, 
you still want answers, and 
you want them fast. 

“Thankfully, the major¬ 
ity of families are treated 
with great sensitivity, 
but sadly, for some, the 
experience has been 
appalling. Many have 
had to wait months, or 
even years, to find out 
a cause of death, and 
their concerns have 
been treated with lit¬ 
tle respect.”

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Landmark event on river 


A LANDMARK event for navi¬ 
gation on Northampton’s river 
helped to promote the ongoing 
developments to the marina at 
Becket’s Park. 

The first ever Riverside Festival 
was held at the park in Northamp¬ 
ton on Sunday, to mark 250 years 
of the River Nene being naviga¬ 
ble from The Wash through Pe¬ 
terborough to Northampton and 
to celebrate developments to the 
marina. 

Around 5,000 people attended 
the free event which included a 
medieval village, bouncy castle, 
music, entertainment and arts 
and crafts. 

The festival coincided with the 
opening of a resurfaced footpath 
and park benches alongside the 
marina, funded by a £300,000 from 



Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil, including around £100,000 in 
developer contributions to the 
infrastructure from the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation.

The project, which was started 
by the previous Lib Dem admin¬ 
istration, will see new bins and 
lighting added to the park and a 
proposal for a waterside enter¬ 
prise zone, which would create 
more than 13,000 new jobs, is be¬ 
ing considered by Government 
and a decision will be made later 
this month. 

The riverside has been trans¬ 
formed over the last few years 
with a new 80-berth marina, pub¬ 
lic art and improvements to the 
pathways running from Sixfields 
to Midsummer Meadow. 

Chris Cavanagh, head of re¬ 
generation and development at 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “The new marina will ac¬ 
commodate both people who want 
to live here and those who want to 
visit and stay overnight. 

“The enterprise zone, if it is 
passed, will create jobs and at¬ 
tract inward investment. We want 
to make Northampton a natural 
choice for investment.”

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There's some unfinished 
monkey business... 
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M AN learns a harsh lesson 
about meddling with Moth¬ 
er Nature in Rupert Wyatt’s 
splendid new chapter in the Planet 
Of The Apes saga, based loosely on 
the novel by Pierre Boulle. 

Drawing elements from different 
films in the original series made 
famous by Roddy McDowall, Kim 
Hunter and Charlton Heston, Rise 
Of The Planet Of The Apes takes 
advantage of the latest technologi¬ 
cal wizardry to deliver a thrilling 
action adventure that doesn’t skimp 
on heartbreaking emotion. 

It’s all a far cry from Tim Burton’s 
abortive 2001 remake of the original 
film- a creatively ambitious but 
structurally muddled folly doomed 
to failure the moment Mark Wahl- 
berg was cast in the lead role. 

Wyatt orchestrates some breathtak¬ 
ing set pieces, including a climactic 
scene of apes on the rampage in San 
Francisco that unfolds at dizzying 
speed, seamlessly melding digital 
and live action elements. 

However, beneath all of the pyro¬ 
technics, there beats a human heart, 
not least in the character of Caesar 
the ape, brought majestically to life 
by actor Andy Serkis using the same 
motion capture technology as Gol- 
lum in The Lord Of The Rings. 
Thankfully, the film-makers haven’t 
opted to needlessly release the film 
in 3D to hike up ticket prices. 

Will wonders never cease? 

Scientist Will Rodman (James 
Franco) is determined to find a cure 
for Alzheimer’s, the disease which 
has slowly consumed his father 
Charles (John Lithgow). 

Will feels certain he is close to a 


breakthrough and tests his latest 
serum on chimpanzees, noticing 
dramatic increases in intelligence 
and brain activity in the primate 
subjects. 

However, a high-profile showcase 
with shareholders goes spec¬ 
tacularly wrong and Will’s profit- 
driven boss, Steven Jacobs (David 
Oyelowo), demands the project is 
shut down and the test animals 
slaughtered. 

Will smuggles a baby chimp called 
Caesar out of the lab and raises the 
infant with his father. 

As the years pass and Caesar 
blossoms, Will falls in love with 
veterinarian Caroline Aranha 
(Freida Pinto), who is stunned by 
Will’s ability to communicate with 
the chimpanzee, unaware of the 
animal’s history. 

Caroline warns Will that he cannot 
keep Caesar as a pet forever and 
meddling with nature has repercus¬ 
sions. 

Rise Of The Planet Of The Apes 
marries present and past, gifting the 
most iconic line (“Get your filthy 
paws off me you damn dirty ape!”) 
to Tom Felton, playing a sadistic 
keeper at the ape sanctuary where 
Caesar spearheads the uprising. 
Scenes between Franco and Lithgow 
are beautifully judged and the 
interaction between the two men 
and the digitally rendered Caesar is 
surprisingly moving. 

Pinto’s underwritten role acts as the 
voice of reason throughout, though 
her warnings are never heeded. 

A coda involving Will’s next door 
neighbour succinctly lays the 
groundwork for subsequent films.

ROADTEST: Volkswagen Amarok 


Wolf 

whistle® 




A ccording to Wikipedia, 

amarok means wolf to an 
Eskimo, but applied to the 
tail of this new Volkswagen it felt 
more like a pussycat. 

A surprisingly gentle feline, in 
fact, until provoked into action by 
a rutted incline so steep you’d need 
crampons to climb on foot. 

Back on a firmer footing, the VW 
Amarok became almost car-like in 
its comfort, betraying its carry- 
all role in life only on the bigger 
bumps. 

Most of the time this big double 
cab pick-up behaves more like a 
Golf than a go anywhere load lug¬ 
ger that doubles as weekend family 
transport. 

Built in Argentina and on sale 
around the world, the Amarok 
really does move the game on in a 
part of the mobility market noted 
more for old fashioned virtues like 
toughness than for style and clever 
engineering. 

, Even so, Volkswagen has kept an 
ll old fashioned rear suspension set 
P up and a ladder frame chassis, like 
its rivals, because they’ve proved 
the toughest solution to carrying 
loads just about anywhere. 

But under the bonnet you’ll find 
a smaller diesel than favoured by 
rivals, with the unit in the test car 
using two turbochargers to keep 
power flowing at both low and 
higher revs. 

The result is a vehicle that will 
give the opposition sleepless nights 
on running costs, while letting the 
Amarok feel lively when pushed 
into an on-road role. All-wheel 
drive, selectable from the driver’s 
seat, means the Amarok laughs off 
the rough stuff too. 

But the biggest surprise of all 
is the way you don’t feel you’re 
slipping back two decades as you 
slide into the front seats. Tough 
and easily wipeable the insides of 
the Amarok’s rivals may be, but 
you’d never confuse them for a 


modern car. 

Well, sitting behind the leather 
clad steering wheel of the test car 
and easing off the (leather cov¬ 
ered) handbrake and selecting first 
from the (you’ve guessed) leather 
wrapped gearlever, you could be 
sitting in a Golf. 

The dashboard is as well 
finished and the instruments as 
smart and easy to read as in that 
middleclass hatchback favourite 
and there’s the added advantage 
of sitting higher than a mere car 
driver, all the better for seeing 
what’s coming the other way 

The double cab will take five 
adults in comfort, with the rear 
bench folding flat for extra carry¬ 
ing capacity when not needed for 
human transport. The load area 
out the back is big enough for a 
Euro pallet to fit sideways, should 
the need arise. 

There are three trim levels on 
offer and two versions of the 2.0 
litre diesel engine; the test car 
was a mid-range Trendline 
with the more power¬ 
ful option under the 
bonnet. It returned 
33mpg on my morn¬ 
ing’s drive around 
Northampton- ^ \ 

shire.

Strength

SAINTS boss Jim Mallinder feels 
he has a stronger squad going 
into the new Premiership sea¬ 
son. 

Mallinder has brought in a 
host of new names to bolster 
his squad that will be bereft of 
probably nine players during 
the World Cup, which over-runs 
the first six weeks of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Last season Saints fell just 40 
minutes short of landing one of 
the big prizes, as a a second half 
comeback saw Leinster beat them 
in the Heineken Cup final. 

They also went out in the 
Premiership semi-finals and 
Mallinder admits he was unable 
to rest and rotate players as much 
as he wanted last term. 

But with 11 new additions 
Mallinder is hoping that will 
change this term and the club 
will be able to lift one of the two 
big prizes. 

“We are happy with the squad 
we have got,” said Mallinder. 

“It is always ongoing, but last 
year we came a little bit unstuck 
in a couple of areas, but I feel we 
have strengthened those areas 
this summer.

If we know we are 
missing during the Six Nations 
and World Cup a number of play¬ 
ers like we are, then you need 
players who can come in and fit 
in without letting the side down - 
and across the board we have got 
those now.” 

Mallinder is hoping to be able 
to rotate players this season 
after the team tired in the 
second half against Leinster, 
with forwards coach Dorian 
West admitting afterwards that 
the players were running on 
empty. 

“Early on it is going to be dif¬ 
ficult to rotate players,” said 
Mallinder. “Because we have only 
got a certain number of players 
in the squad, when you lose nine 
or 10 to the World Cup then that 
restricts it anyway. 

“Hopefully those players 
will play well and put pressure 
on the internationals coming 
back.”
